PEKSONS; norfor any other object than a 
work of public improvement.” 

We are not to be responsible for, neglect of 
capitalists to post themselves about our laws 
and about the condition of the securities 
yrought to them for investment. All bonds 
improperly issued haveno validity This is 
not repudiation, but simple law. The Legis- 
lature can only act on this view of the ques- 
ition in their action on this matter.

Thus itis seen that, if it is necessary to 
drop cars with, say six tons of freight, at a 
way station, which is one ton over a load for 
the narrow gauge, and which renders neces- 
sary the use of two cars at the utmost disad- 
vantage—the dead weight is even then but 
1,500 pound per ton, as against 3,082 pounds 
on the broad gauge. 

This table sets forth very plainly another 
important fact, namely: that the dead weight 
carried with a five ton load in the wide gauge 
car is 3,700 pounds. By reference to the pre- 
vious table, it ia seen that the number of 
pounds, dead weight, to a ton freight, from 
an average of all the New York road, is3,001 
pounds, and froin the average of five Massa

We will now examine this question in con- 
nection with the passenger traffic. Broad 
guage coaches will seat fifty passengers, and 
the parrow guage, thirty-four. 

Suppoge it necessary to accommodate forty 
passengers, too many by six, for the small 
car, requiring a second car to be added to the 
train, while it requires but one wide car, the 
dead weight even then is 849 pounds per pas- 
sepger on the wide, against 600 pounds per 
passenger on the na gauge. 

Or, take seventy passengers, requiring three 
sinall cars, or twa large. In this case the 
dead weight is 960 pounds per passinger on 
the five feet, and 514 pounds per passenger on 
the three feet gauge, proving that under any 
circumstances that can be imagined, the im- 
mense economy in the transportation of non-

aWe find therefore that the broad gauge cars 
in the state of New York, carry au average 


It is difficult to estimate 
ber passengers per car, but from the railway 
statistics of the State of New York, it ap- 
pears that 2,745 ponnds of dead weight of 
passenger cars, exclasive of baggaye, was 
moved for each passenger, 

Jt should be borne in mind, that the pro- 
portion of dead weight, to paying weight, is 
much greater on Southern, than on Northern 
roads. 

The statistics show an avcrage of about 
thirteen passengers per car on Northern 
roads, or about one-fourth their capacity 
Estimating that the narrow gauge coach will 
run one-third full, and that the freight cars 
will average 3} tons per car, the coniparison 
between the two gauges will stand as per fol- 
lowing tables :

The Sum (Cutting up Didoes. 


Professor Young, ‘of Dartmouth College, 
digeovered in September that the sun has becn 
cutting up curious didoes. It had on its 
lower surface a big flame of hydrogen cloud 
one hundred thousand miles long and fifty- 
four thousand miles thick. The cloud was 
fifteen thousand miles below it, and connected 
by four bright vertical colamas. It broke 
into shreds about noon and the fusilform 
filaments rose in ten minutes two hundred 


thousand miles high in the air.

As the filaments rose they gradually faded 
away like a dissolving cloud, and at 1:15 P.

We, the Grand Jury, chosen fgr the first 
week of November Term of the Superior 
Court of the county of Upson, beg leave to 
make the following prescniments: 

In entering upon the duties encumbént on 
us as Grand Jurors, we have been folly im- 
pressed with the importance of our position
